GETTYSBURG'S GOOD ROADS 


All tost DH* and Will be Coming 


Th«*e Summer Day*. 


Gettysburg and Adams county is 


beginning to see daylight and the 
end of all concrete road and street 
troubles- In a short time there will 
be four first class concrete roads en- 
tering Gettysburg and open to the 
travelers. 
The Chambcrsburg pike 


will be open next week. July 4th it is 
said, with the finest of driveways 
through to Caledonia Park. 
The 


road to Biglerville was finished last 
week and will be opened latter part 
of July. It is now traveled as far as 
the old Mumtuasburg road from this 
end. and over a half mile south from 
Biglervilie. It will give a first class 
road to Bcndersx-iHe. The Emmits- 
burg road, finished, has been tied up 
in part by the building of the Middle 
Creek bridge. There is one side wall 
of the bridge to be poured and the 
fill is being made at southern »nd 
and it should be a matter of a £•• 
weeks until the road is clear to Em- 
mitsburg for travelers. 


The State seems to be moving slow

Prejudice Against This Cheap and 


Nutritious Food Seem* in Fair 


Way to Disappear. 


Goats, it must be admitted, have 


never been taken seriously by public 
opinion in the United States, and the 
news that the owner of the largest 
heH In the American Northwest ia 
preparing to establish an extensive 
dairy for the sale of goats" milk will 
probablv seehi to many rather humor- 
ous. As a matter of fact, however. It 
appears that a promising beginning is 
already mate, and that the city of 
Seattle, conveniently near the great 
herd of goats on Cypress island, in 
the Puget Sound archipelago, already 
consumes about a thousand Quarts of 
scats' milfr a day. Publicity will per- 
haps be necessary to overcome the 
American habit of regarding the goal 
humorously, and It may take time and 
patience to prove widely the state- 
ment of the owner of the herd that 
goats' milk is quite as good, If not 
actually better, than cows' milk. Five 
cente a day, says he,'vwlll pay the cost 
of keeping a goat whose average mil* 
productlbh Is two or three quarts; 
and two quarts of milk for 5 cents 
would make a considerable difference 
In the food expense of a family. The 
goat dairy may be more Important 
than It seems; and teii years from now 
••eh .dairies niay be commonplace.
